gallant troops. The mud is frightful; a deep 
heavy mire of reddish yellow clay, mid leg 
deep to your horse as he planges through it, 
is everywhere prevalent. I found it deep and 
stiffon the very hill tops where it was trod 
and cut deeply by our batteries, and_in the 
gullies it is almost impassable. What but the 
resistiess valor of our Western boys, led by de- 
termined commanders, ever ‘‘ organized a vic- 
tory” in the face of obstacles like these? 

The battle is won, and a few months hence 
the vicinity will lapse into Its pristine stilloces 
and negiect ; for it is not a region that will 
ever in peaceful times invite any large share 
of man’s industry or enterprise. Where the 
battery poured its plunging hail the rabbit 
will breed, amd the spot that now les torn and 
tangled to mark the spot of the desperate 


will wave and the wild fowl lead his covey. 
But there will long remain traces of the fear- 
ful conflict. Here is the mound beneath which 
sleep the undistinguished dead. Sixty here, 
one hundred yonder, were gathered from 
. where they fell, and one commen grave holds 
them all. Some of the rebel dead, buried by

only slightly buried, and our own men have 
charitably and decently restored the disturbed 
earth to save the corpses from the ravages of 
the hogs. I saw one place where this was de- 
midst of their horrid feast. — 
left covered with the trophies and spoils of 
war. At first it was thickly strewn with 
weapons thrown down in the fight or beloug 
ing to the dead. Many of these are valuable 
rifies and fowling-pieces, belonging to private 
rebel owners. I have seen several of Colt s 
best revolving rifies, picked up and brought 
in. A tm more common weapon is the Im- 
mense knife, with which whole rebel regi 

mentg were armed. Some of these are made 
of files and rasps, hammered into shape on a 
blacksmith's anvil, and finished in the reugh- 
est manner, Others were made of mill-saws, 
and others again of carriage springs, showing 
the straits to which the rebels were reduced 
for raw inaterial for weapons, and also the pe- 
culler Southern view of a field fight, which 
comprised manifestly a hand to hand cut- 
throat game.” To meet the serried lines of 
our Western boys with the cold steel of the 

beyonet,; was not what they had provided 
against. Many of these knives are being car- 
ried away as relics, The longer weapons, 

swords, rifles, &., are only to be smuggled

I could ll one of your pages with details of 
the fight, but as much more would be left un- 
told. I have sten and conversed with the effi- 
cers of numbers of the regiments who were in 
the action. One of these, the 58th IIlinots, 
Col, Lynch's, was,as your Chicago readers 
are aware, fresh from Camp Douglas, and yet 
it bore a gallant share tn the fight on our right. 
Dr. Crawford, the surgeon, followed the regi- 
ment into the fight on Saturday on the right 
of our lines, where the struggling rebels, enger 
to break away, were opposed by Wallace's 
brigade. There was plenty of work for the 
surgeon offered in the field hospitals, which 
were simply beds of leaves laid upon the snow.

REBEL ACCOUNT OF THE DOINGS OF THE 
GUNBOATS ON THE TENNESSEE. 
From the Memphis Avalanche, 12th.] 

We had the pleasure of meeting in the city 
last night, several gentlemen who were em- 
ployed on the steamboats in the Tennessee 
river, and who have furnished us a detailed 
statement of the rations of the enemy on 
their recent tri e have already stated that 
several 2 filled with 
ammunition, &c., the Tennessee river 
bridge, a few hours after the capture of Fort 
Henry, and that they were pursued by the en- 
ems gunboats the next day.

The steamboat Sallie Wood, which has heen 
laid, up foryaonths past at Chickssaw, was cap- 
tum d by the enemy.

Grant's column, which was pressing over bad 
roads to Fort Henry when it surrendered to 
Com. Foote, in command ofthe gunboat fleet. 
On the llth inst. the forces crossed to aud in- 
vested Fort Donelson. On Thursday morning, 
the 13th inst., the battle commenced, and was 
pressed daily and almost nightly until Satur- 
day at early dawn when the hardest part of the 
contest was waged. 

A few minutes before 10 o'clock Col. Erwin, 
on horseback, whilst leading a charge, and be- 
ing ever more solicitous for his men than his 
own safety, with the words “Lay low, boys, I 
see a large body of the enemy approaching,” 
was struck by a six-pound cannon ball in the 
breast, fell from his horse and in a few mo- 
ments expired. 

Thus nobly died William Erwin, as brave 
a soldier and trne a patriot as ever pressed the 
earth. Besides his wife, he leaves two tender 
children to mourn bis untimely death. 

Col. Erwin’s remains have been brought 
home and buried at the base of the Buffalo 
Rock, three and a half miles below Ottawa, 
where rest the ashes of others of Col. and 
Mrs. Erwin’s friende—a romantic spot on the 
banks of our own Mlinois—fit resting place 
for a hero.

It is also related that Major Brown and his 
regiment were detailed to guard the rear of 
Floyd'e brigade in their hegira from Fort 
Donelson, it being agreed that the Mississip- 
Plans were to join them. As soon, however, 
as the redoubtable Virginians were safely on 
board the boat which was to bear them up the 
river, the Great Thief turned to Maj. B. and 
coolly told him there was no room for him and 
his regiment, and leſt him to fight it out as 
best he could. This and other tecidents in 
Fioyd’s career, doubtless caused the many 
Learty impreeations which we beard showered 
upon bis head by the prisoners.

we, behind us are twenty statcly steamers, all 
rolling out black volumes of smoke and white 
vnpory clouds—thelr ponderous wheels keep- 
ing time to the roll of the drum and the crash- 
ing of bombs far up the ridges of land above 
Fort Donelson. 


Standing on the deck, you can see, a half 


mile distant, regiment afler regiment of men 
in blue, with waving banners, their own be- 
loved regimental standards, and We starry flag, 


whose hues were born of heaven. A regiment 
of Federal Cavairy winds around the brow of 


Donelson. A battery of artillery comes in 
and takes casy position near the newly made 
embankment. There are two white flags 


above the fort, and now a third is raised—the 
old beloved flag for wle honor hundreds of 


brave men, yesterday at this hour, gave up 
their lives. From al) around—from the land, 
on our own boat, from the newly arrived regi- 
ment on the Champion steamer, from the cav- 
alry, the artillery, and infaotry, there isa wild, 
long, continued, glorious hurrah, and answer 
ed by the cannon of our owd boat, and from 
the artillery upon the heights above. It & a 
glorious moment—a Sabbath morning which 
will live in history. You may be eure that 
although | believe ia keeping Sunday, I kept 
it on this occasion with a hurrah. 

The Uncle Sam proceeded up the stream to 
Dover landing. I was one of the first to jump 
on shore, and was not long in mingting with 
the crowd of rebels. Now I dare say that 
you would ask, if I should see you, how they 
looked? I will anticipate it by saying that 
they looked rather {streaked, as Hosea Bigiow 
would say. 

I cannot give you a daguerreotype of the 
scene. Running up the bank, I eame upon a 
equad of soldicrs shivering by a smouldering 


fre. They were dressed in grey pants, of 


negro cloth; with a strip of black cotton 
brald dewn the lege. Theirjcoats were frocks 
of the same material- a snuffy brown—colored 
with butternut bark. It was not a preposses- 


sing outfit. They wore slouched hats They 
showed that they had hada hardtime. Their 


blankets were of all sizes, shapes, materials 
and conditions. Some bad white cotton 
blankets, with the smallest possibile mixture 
ot wool—white once, bat painted a Spanish 
brown by frequent contact with the mad. 
Their were old bed quilts, which their grand 
mothers had patched years ago—new bed 
quilts, which in mistaken patriotism had been 
riven to the sinking cause, common Guernsey 
cloth blankets, pleces of cotton and woolen 


carpeting, which had evidently been seized 


upon in some store. 


Just beyond was the commissary’s depart- 


ment. There were barrels of flour, sides of 
bacon, and a few barrels of beef. Here Fioyd 


took steamer and made his escape. Here was 


a crowd of huvgry stragglers, who had been 


left behind in tue flight, and who had come 


down from theirregiments to help themselves 


to a break fast. 

Some were cutting slices of fat pork, which 
were devoured with a relish, such as Dr. 
Kane's companions might have had. Some 
were lug at full length on the sacks of corn, 
vpmindful of all that was going on around. 
thinking, I dare say, of the peaceful homes 


they bed left, and of the unexpected disaster 
| which bad overtaken them. I could but pity 


the poor wretches. 

The Tenncesceans were more eheertul than 
the Miselssippians. I conversed with them. 
One sold he was glad it was over. He didn’t 
care what became of him, only he was glad he 
bad not got to fightany more. A Missisippian 
wanted to know if Old Abe was an Abolition- 
it. All wanted to know where they were to 
be sent. 

Parsing up through the village, I looked 
into a building in which the arme had been 
deposited, Which bad been collected from the 
people. Perbeps the Tower of London may 


contain u like pondescript assortment, but no 


other building. They were mostly condemmed 
ore, Many would be quite as fatal to him 
who held it as to the enemy. 


The village is a little straggling place, of 


twenty or thirty houses, with a brick court

There was 
the same unconcern among the living. Men 
were eating their dinners with as mach uncon- 
cern as they would In their own homes, with 
nothing around to remind them of the solemp 
and untried realities beyond this life of ours. 
I felt the same influence, and stepped upon the 
pools of blood, and trod the crimson goreal 
most as unconcerned. Who can explain the 
anomaly which makes us kind, considerate, 
tender, moved at the sight of suffering, In 
times of peace, while lu war we are devils’ 

I bear men say all around me that it was a 
fearful fight, which I can well believe, but I 
can hardly accept it as one of the bloodiest on 
record, as some assert. Having been over the 
ground and examined the scene of conflict, I 
hegard the opinion that the loss on the Feder- 
al side wil! not exceed three hundred lu killed. 
I infer that the rebel loss is about the same. 
They were bebind entrenchments, but the Fed- 
eral forces had the most effective weapons. 

The gathering of the prisoners for embarka- 
tion was an Interesting sight.

I went in among the crowd below, 
and I think that most of them, when they 
found themselves in warm quarters, with 
bread and bacon before them, with the 
guard duty, trench work, poor 
re, poor pay, and the probabilities of being 
shot, wert to be thefr’s no longer, most of 
them felt a sense of relief. At any rate they 
were not much disheartened. The officers, 
especially the Mississippians, were savage. 
I conversed with one. Almost his fret words 
had reference to the “ Abolition Yankees,” 
whom he said had gaused ail the trouble. 
While this slow process was going on, the 
‘Southern sky was bright with the light of the 
confingration of the Cumberland [ron Works, 
in which John Bell was a large owner. They 
were situated ten miles further up the river, 
and as the rebels had used the preperty for 
the manufacture of ordnance, Commodore 
Foote deemed it best to confiseste it in a sum- 
mary way. It burned a long while, and added 
another feature to the stern realities of war. 
The escape of Floyd is deeply regretted. I 
think that most of the rebels wish that he was 
in the same box that they are.
